1. We have developed . the following information on Subject: 

a. According to information received from aDutch 
Subject released from Russian'capti Vi ty, KCOYMANS was detained 
in the "Peter and Paul Fortress" in Leningrad from 19^5 

to 19*+7. Thereafter, he was detained in one or more 
camps until 1950 when he was sentenced to 25 years im- 
prisonment in Kiev. 

b. After his release, KOOYMANS arrived on 20.10.53 
at the Friedland Camp in West Germany; he did not wish 
to be repatriated to the Netherlands, but preferred to 
stay in West Germany. Many of Subject's former fellow 
inmtes thought that KOOYHANS behaved very well in capacity. 

c. After the war, a rximor arose among interned pol:^^^al 
offenders that KOOYMANS was in tne Soviet Zone of _ Germa^^rid 
had entered Russian employment as a broadcaster with 
Sian radio.
